Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on November 4, 2003, has been entered and acknowledged by 
the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 1-242, 244, 274, 379-602 and 606-61 1 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 243, 245-273, 275-378 and 603-605 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 243, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest 
the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 243, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of at least a first and a second phosphor, each emitting light in different ranges of the 
visible spectrum, but whose combined emission spectra contains red, green and blue light, the 
at least first and second phosphors being in a layer, arranged in adjacent, repeating relationship 
to each other to provide a plurality of repeating at least first and second phosphor deposits, the 
at least first and second phosphor deposits being formed from phosphors of different host 
materials. 

Regarding claims 245-273 and 275-287, claims 245-273 and 275-287 are allowable for 
the reasons given in claim 243 because of their dependency status from claim 243. 

Regarding claim 288, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest 
the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 288, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of a thick film dielectric layer below the patterned phosphor structure formed from a 
sintered ceramic material having a dielectric constant greater than 500, and having a thickness 
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sufficient to prevent dielectric breakdown during operation as determined by the equation d2 = 
V/S, wherein d2 is the thicl<ness of the dielectric layer. S is the dielectric strength of the 
dielectric layer and V is the maximum applied voltage. 

Regarding claims 289-378 and 603-605, claims 289-378 and 603-605 are allowable for 
the reasons given in claim 288 because of their dependency status from claim 288.
